Flying Cross Recently

Lieut. Robert L. deVeer, who 
is the son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
John A. deVeer of New York and 
a brother of Mrs. F. H. Bries- 
master of this town, was recently 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross, in a citation issued by Vice 
Admiral J. H. Newton of the U.S. 
Navy. The citation states in part, 
“for extraordinary achievement 
while participating in aerial flight 
against the enemy as a pilot of a 
torpedo bomber attached to a 
Navy composite squadron operat- 
ing in the South Pacific’. “He 
participated in sixteen damaging 
strikes”. “On January 24 he took 
part in an attack against enemy 
shipping in the heavily defended 
harbor of Rabaul, New Britain. 
Despite intense anti-aircraft fire 
and determined fighter opposition, 
he scored a direct hit which was 
instrumental in sinking a large
